CROSSING THE TRACKS: 

RAILWAY'S CSX AND 
LABOR COOPERATE 

America's railway is the workhorse of American transportation. 

At CSX, the descendant of the Old C & 0, B & 0 and Seaboard 
Railroads, maintaining profitability, especially in a trade- 
deficit economy, could mean a reduction of 10,000 jobs. 

In an industry which has already lost 38 percent of its workforce 
to retirement in the last six years, concerns over worker 
displacement are bringing management and labor to the table to 
brainstorm about restructuring. 

Malcolm R. Lovell, distinguished visiting professor of Government 
and Business Administration at the George Washington University, 
is observing this cooperative effort as a case study, which is 
funded by a grant from the U.S. Department of Labor. The labor- 
management deliberations are scheduled to conclude in Spring 
1988. 

**Lovell served as Undersecretary for the U.S. Department of 
Labor from September 1981 to February 1983, and as Assistant 
Secretary of Labor for Manpower from July 1970 to February 1973. 
He recently chaired the Task Force on Economic Adjustment and 
Worker Dislocation, studying the issue of plant closings.

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POINT-COUNTERPOINT: 

DEBATING ADVANCE NOTICE 
OF PLANT CLOSINGS 

Throughout the world, industrial plant closings are a painful 
issue for business and labor alike. In America, the debate on 
advance notice threatens to become noisier this fall, as an 
amendment to Bill H.R.3 goes to conference in Congress. 

Business strongly—and loudly—opposes regulation. Labor wants 
advance notice of upcoming job losses. But according to an 
economist at The George Washington University, labor has been 
less successful than business in getting its point across. 

Arvil V. Adams, professor of education policy and economics at 
GW, believes that the regional nature of plant closings prevents 
national focus on the problem. This, he says, inhibits broad 
public support for advance notice.

SLOW BUT STEADY: 

INCREASING THE 
MINIMUM WAGE 

Two million full-time workers in this country earn a minimum 
wage. For them, the traditional American way of escaping poverty 
has become a way of sinking deeper into it. They are the working 
poor. 

As inflation continues to rise, lawmakers are proposing legisla¬ 
tion to raise the minimum wage from $3.35 to $4.60 per hour by 
1989. “Though well-intentioned, the current legislation would 
raise the minimum wage too quickly," contends one longtime 
proponent of minimum wage increase, Sar A. Levitan, director 
of the Center for Social Policy Studies at The George Washington 
University. 

"The 19.4 percent increase, by January 1989, recommended by 
pending Senate and House bills, is simply too fast for business 
to adjust to and may involve a considerable loss of jobs," notes 
Levitan, who suggests a slower annual increase—one that would 
reach 50 percent of the average private sector wage rate by 
1993.

THE COLLEGE DEGREE: 

CAN TOO MUCH KNOWLEDGE 
BE A DANGEROUS THING? 

There are still too few jobs for too many college grads. This 
phenomenon may persist well into the next century, according to 
Charles T. Stewart, professor of economics at The George 
Washington University. 

In a recently-concluded study, Stewart examines the job opportun 
ities of college graduates from the post-Vietnam War era, the 
so-called "over-educated Americans," whom Richard B. Freeman 
first described in his landmark study of the post-World War II 
generation. 

Stewart believes that there will be a chronic surplus of these 
overeducated Americans for several decades. Because baby 
boomers, who received degrees in the 1970s will remain in their 
jobs well into the next century, job vacancies will decrease for 
the graduates of the 1980s.

RESEARCHERS FIND "COMPETITION IN CONTRACTING ACT" HAS 
POSITIVE IMPACT ON PROCUREMENT PROCESS IN ONE FEDERAL AGENCY 

The Competition in Contracting Act of 1985 (CICA) appears to 
be making a positive impact on the way federal agencies award 
contracts, according to a new analysis conducted recently by 
Curtis Cook and William Vantine at The George Washington 
University. 

In studying CICA's influence on the Air Force Systems 
Command (AFSC)—the single largest contracting activity within 
the Air Force—the authors revealed that since CICA's inception 
in 1985, the AFSC significantly increased the number of large 
dollar contracts awarded on a competitive basis. 

"Pending completion of a larger study, we can say that AFSC 
and perhaps other military services, have increased their use of 
competitive contracting procedures in response to the mandate of 
the CICA," Cook says. 

Cook researched CICA's impact on the federal procurement 
procedure for his doctoral studies program at The George 
Washington University where he earned his Ph.D. in business 
administration with an emphasis on logistics, operations and 
materials management. 
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The researchers analyzed 410 AFSC contracts, each with a 
total value in excess of $25 million, and discovered that 
following CICA's inception, the AFSC awarded almost 13 percent 
more contracts using competitive procedures. 

"If these results are at all representative of CICA's impact 
on the way other federal agencies award contracts, we may be on 
our way to ending the now-familiar horror stories of overpriced 
toilet seats, hammers and coffee pots," says co-author Vantine, a 
contract specialist with the Goddard Space Flight Center, and a 
graduate of GW (M.P.A.'86). 

The process by which federal agencies procure goods and 
services has been under increasing public and congressional 
scrutiny for its potential contribution to wasteful government 
spending. The CICA legislation was passed in April 1985 to 
help address reports of gross overexpenditures on the part 
of federal purchasing agents. 

The authors are careful to point out that based solely on 
their research, it may be difficult to draw definite conclusions 
about the way all federal agencies procure goods and services. 
"Nonetheless, it can be said for now that CICA appears to be 
having a positive impact on at least one federal agency," 
concludes Vantine.

Has It Made a Difference?

O n April 1, 1985, the Com¬ 
petition in Contracting Act 
(CICA) became effective. To 
ensure national defense pre¬ 
paredness, conserve fiscal resources, 
and enhance defense production capa¬ 
bility, Congress mandated that federal 
government agencies use competitive 
procurement procedures to ensure that 
property and services are acquired for 
the government in the most timely, 
economic, and efficient manner. 

In large part, the CICA was the result 
of increased public and congressional 
scrutiny of the federal procurement 
process brought on by the now-familiar 
horror stories such as overpriced toilet 
seats, hammers, and coffee pots. Al¬ 
though the military services and federal 
agencies were concerned about pro¬ 
curement problems and had already 
taken measures to improve the acquisi¬ 
tion process, Congress passed many of 
hese initiatives into law. 

The primary reform of the CICA was 
the requirement to subject all purchases 
exceeding $25,000 to full and open 
competition unless the acquisition was 
covered by one of the exceptions cited 
in the act Also, the act required that a 
competition advocate be appointed in 
each executive agency who would chal¬ 
lenge barriers to full and open competi¬ 
tion and promote competition in the 
procurement of property and services 
by government agencies. 

Many individuals within the procure¬ 
ment community predicted the loop¬ 
holes in the law were too liberal to 
allow substantial change in the extent 
of competition. Others predicted sweep¬ 
ing changes and a more competitive 
environment To evaluate the effects of 
the CICA on the procurement com¬ 
munity, the authors analyzed 410 con¬ 
tracts awarded by Air Force Systems 
Command (AFSC) in the last five years. 
They chose AFSC because it is the larg¬ 
est single contracting activity in theAir

Force, obligating nearly 50 percent of 
the total Air Force contracting budget 
In addition, the command maintains a 
real time, on-line data base (the Acquisi¬ 
tion Management Information System 
— AMIS) containing detailed contrac¬ 
tual data on all contracts of more than 
$25,000 awarded by the command. 

The study examined every contract 
award by AFSC in the last five years that 
exceeded $25 million. These awards 
comprised the majority of the dollars 
obligated by AFSC within that time and 
should reflect the impact of the CICA 
on major military contracts. 

The study revealed that the CICA 
apparently has had a significant impact 
on the extent of competition within the 
command. As shown in Table 1, the 
percentage of contracts awarded com¬ 
petitively increased from 25.8 percent 
before the CICA to 38.8 percent after 
the CICA — an increase of 13 percent¬ 
age points. 

This study revealed not only an in¬ 
crease in competitive awards, but also a 
substantial decrease in the number of 
follow-on contracts. Follow-on contracts 
are effectively sole-source awards to an 
existing contractor even though the 
existing contract was awarded com¬ 
petitively. This type of award is most 
often used in the production of highly 
sophisticated systems where the start¬ 
up costs for establishing a second source 
would prohibit effective competition. 
That these awards decreased from 61.8 
percent to 40.8 percent may signify the 
efforts of AFSC contracting authorities 
to scrutinize follow-on awards more 
carefully in order to identify candidates 
for competition. 


Although these findings show that 
the CICA apparently has had a positive 
impact it is interesting to note that 
other noncompetitive awards — true 
sole-source contracts — increased slight¬ 
ly from 8.3 percent to 10.2 percent. 
Similarly, other contracts — sole-source 
awards to minority firms, intragovem- 
mental purchases, federally funded re¬ 
search and development centers, etc. 
— increased from 4.2 percent to 10.2 
percent The significance of this latter 
finding is difficult to determine, how¬ 
ever, due to the small number of con¬ 
tracts (20) in this category. 

Are these results conclusive? Although 
other factors may have affected the ex¬ 
tent of competition, this study points 
to the CICA as a major contributing 
factor. Have other DOD and federal 
agencies had similar success? These 
questions merit further research. A 
wider study of all contracts, both large 
and small, should be undertaken. Only 
then can the true measure of compli¬ 
ance with the CICA be determined 
throughout the federal government. 

Pending completion of a larger study, 
however, the least that can be said is 
that AFSC, and perhaps other military 
services, has increased its use of com¬ 
petitive contracting procedures in re¬ 
sponse to the mandate of the CICA. ■

Furthermore, this same phenomenon has 
afflicted many professionals in their job choices, according to 
Salvatore Divita, a professor of business administration at GW. 

A consultant to several Fortune 100 companies, Divita has 
pioneered a career mapping formula called "Strategic Personal 
Marketing." He will be conducting a two-part seminar on the 
topic from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday, September 12 in GW's Marvin 
Center Theatre, 800 2lst Street, N.W. 

Sponsored by GW's School of Government and Business 
Administration, the seminar, titled "Framework for Intelligent 
Career Decisions," offers graduate students and other 
professionals a framework for thinking intelligently about career 
directions. "Too many people are making random job choices these 
days," he contends.

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Divita, who has long been interested in career dynamics,will 
teach his audience a number of things including, how to match 
their personalities to appropriate career ambitions, and then, 
how to target specific companies whose corporate "personalities" 
correspond. "The match is essential," Divita says. 

Many students, says Divita, discover that they've graduated 
with majors or areas of expertise that are inappropriate to 
their personalities—a realization that he feels can be 
devastating. Similarly, Divita points out that many working 
professionals fail to move earlier in life to jobs that are 
suited to their needs. As a result, work is not a stimulating 
challenge from which people can gain satisfaction and 
self-repect. 

"Personal Marketing" is designed to solve these problems and 
help people avoid the "job dance"—Divita's term for a phenomenon 
that he believes afflicts thousands of working Americans who get 
lured into less than fulfilling careers by the illusion of job 
security and higher pay. 

"Instead of simply teaching classes, one solution is for 
educators to start teaching people how to compete at the 
individual level," Divita says.

G.W. ECONOMIST CRITICIZES REAGAN ADMINISTRATION'S MANAGEMENT OF 
JOB TRAINING PROGRAMS—OFFERS RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENT 

"Job training is a proven, sound investment but federal 
neglect has undermined programs designed to enhance the skills of 
the poor and unemployed," notes George Washington University 
economist Sar A. Levitan. 

Levitan's prepared remarks, to be delivered September 15th 
before a National Alliance of Business conference on job 
training, are based on A Second Chance: Training for Jobs , a 
forthcoming book written with Frank Gallo and scheduled for 
publication by the W.E. Upjohn Institute for Employment Research 
in November 1987. 

Congress enacted the Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) in 
1982 to replace the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act 
(CETA). The JTPA program encompasses several major components, 
including year-round training programs for adults and youth, 
summer jobs for youth, assistance to dislocated workers, and the 
Job Corps for severely disadvantaged youth. JTPA enrolls 
approximately 2.2 million persons annually and its fiscal 1987 
budget is $3.7 billion.
